PROBABLY NO MASSACRE. 


Very Good Evidence That All Has Been 


Quiet at Jackson Hole. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—It is now ex- 


tremely doubtful whether there is any 
foundation for the reported Indian mas- 
sacre at Jackson's Hole sent out by all the 
morning papers. The dispatch was in 
substance this: "The wildest excitement 
was created in Market Lake this Friday 
afternoon by the arrival of William Ross, 
a wealthy merchant, from St. Anthony, 
who reported that every man, woman and 
child in the Jackson's Hole country had 
been killed by the Bannocks after a hard 
fight." 


What makes the reported 
massacre 


seDtu extremely improbable is the fact 
that Indian Commissioner Browning of 
the Indian bureau received a dispatch 
this morning from Agent Teter dated 
Idaho Fall, Idaho, saying, saying: "I 
hive joined General Coppinger enroute to 
Jackson's Hole. The Indian nolice who 
have returned from Jackson's Hole state 
that the Indians there will not resist 
United States troops." 


This telegram was received 'at 5.21 this 


morning, being sent by Agent Teter about 
2 o'clock probably. This makes this dis- 
patch later than the dispatch sent out to 
the pres^ announcing news of the mas- 
sacre, and yet no mention is made of any 
such occurrence. If it has happened! 
Agent Teter, who is on the scene and most 
deeply interested evidently is in ignorance 
of it. 


Commissioner Browning says that he 


believes the report is unfounded and that 
the couriers whose stories formed the 
basis of the accepted rumors have very 
likely deceived the officials.

The Method of Drawing in the Cables. 


the Cables Are. How Sub- 


scribers Will bo Accommo- 


dated. Pirrsfleid Behind. 


Since Main street in the day time has 


come to look like the camping ground of 
some invading army which puts great 
faith in earth works, and at night looks 
like a large section of a railroad yard, 
there has been much interest taken in the 
work that has caused these unu=ual ap- 
pearances. Almost everyone knows that 
the excavating is for conduits for the tel- 
ephone wire;) and is being done by men 
employed by the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph company, but the knowl- 
edge goes little further^ 


The depth to which the conduits are be- 


ing laid need not be mentioned as that is 
apparent to all, but the conduits them- 
selves, the manner of stringing the cables 
in them and just how they will serve when 
in practice are things of interest, clearly 
shown to be by the numerous questions 
daily put to the busy men. 


As to the conduits: They are of pine 


prepared with creosote, four and one half 
inches square with a three-inch bore. 
They are made in sections of different 
lengths and connect just the way the old- 
fashioned needle case received its cover. 
The wood is prepared by the rjhemical to 
keep it from decomposing or being at- 
tacked by any insect. (It is kept in the 
solution under very high pressure until 
the liquid has penetrated to the innermost 
fibre. This is the best known method of 
preserving wood. 


These conduits, so prepared, are laid at 


a uniform depth on a p'lanked bed on the 
prepared bottom of the trench dug to re- 
ceive them. Stakes are placed at short 
distances to hold them closely together. 
When they are in ^position, they are 
covered with plank, earth is placed in 
along the sides and rammed hard the way 
railroad men bind a tie. The earth then 
that was taken out of the trench is filled 
in much in the same position it was before 
it was disturbed, the upper'ayer still on 
top. It is rammed down hard and the 
surface is made we^and pounded with as 
much care as is taken in the making of a 
macadam road. The conduits are laid to 
the length of 350 feet if street accommoda- 
tions or other conditions do not interfere 
to cause shorter length. At the ends of 
each length of conduits brick manholes 
are built. These manholes will be pro- 
tected by heavy irory covers some three 
feet in diameter. Tnu manholes are the 
places from which branches of the cables 
are taken to accommodate the subscribers 
in near-by buildings. 


The drawing in of the cables will be by 


far the most interesting operation in the 
whole conduit building- that the public 
will have the pleasure to observe. The 
cables come mounted on reels that can be 
placed on a stand so that they may re- 
volve readily. The reel is placed at the 
manhole and a man descends. He pushes 
an eight-foot length of iron pipe into the 
end of the conduit. He screws on to the 
end of that length another such length 
and pushes the addition into the conduit 
also. This adding is kept up until the 
pipe reaches the whole length of the con- 
duit. When it reaches from end to end a 
rope is attacked to the last section oi'pipe 
inserted, and a man begins in the man- 
hole at the other end to draw out the 
pipe, unscrewing it section iby section. 
When the pipe is out a rope is in instead. 
One end of the rope is fastened to the 
cable on the reel and the other is fastened 
to a windlass operated by a horse. Wind- 
ing begins and the cable is carefully 
pulled into the conduit. When each con- 
duit section is filled with cables connec- 
tions are made and the work is com- 
pleted. 


The conduits will be laid on Main, Hoi- 


den and Bank streets, and on Summer 
street from State to Ashland street. On 
Main street, for part of the distance, 
twelve conduits will be laid. Sixteen will 
be laid on Holden street and the other 
streets will be given whatever will be 
found necessary. One cable will be laid 
in each conduit. An idea of the service 
that the system will give can be obtained 
from the capacity of the Holden street 
conduits. An 150 pair cable is the largest 
that one of these conduits will admit. An 
150 pair cable means a cable having 300 
insulated wires. Sixteen times 300 Would 
give 4,800, the number of single wires that 
the Holden street conduit may contain. 
That would mean that 4,800 subscribers, 
using entire metallic circuits, could ta.lk 
with each other through that conduit at 
one time, or, that using the ground sys- 
tem, as many as 9,800 transmitters and 9,- 
800 receivers could be in use at the same 
moment. The allowance made in this 
conduit foi probable increase in subscrib- 
ers can be readily seen by a glance at the 
list of subscribers on the telephone card 
In any place where the telephone is in 
use. 


The cables are lead-inclosed, paper-cov- 


ered, copper wire cables. 
The branches 


to supply the subscribers in a block or any 
street section will be taken from the man 
hole nearest, through under the side-walk 
and into the cellars, or to the rear of the 
buildings. The branch cables will then 
be conducted up the walls of the buildings 
and divided and sub-divided to place the 
wires wherever needed. 
The wires are 


never at any point exposed in the whole 
system. The ramification can be so well 
done that the existence of the wires in or 
on a building would not be detected unless 
by close inspection. This branching will 
be done by Manager Stedman. 
It is a 


difficult matter and one requiring good 
judgement and a knowledge of the town 
so that increase may be allowed for. The 
present 
subscribers 
and 
those 


intending to become subscribers can rest 
assured their convenience will be deeply 
considered. The perfection of service Mrj 
Stedman has maintained in the past no 
doubt will be given in the future, and if a 
better is offered by the new system it wil 
t>e given. 


The reasons for putting the wires under- 


ground are many. One is that the un- 
sightly poles and troublesome overhead 
wires will be to a. great degree done away 
with. Another is that there will be less 
liability to damage to the system by the 
elements and better service is possible. 


Others which are obvious need not be 
enumerated. The work is being done 
rapidly under the direction of competent 
men, 
spoken of before in this paper. It is 


being done with care, and streets will not 
suffer from it. A watchman guards at 
night, Just how rapid tbe work is pro- 
gressing is shown in the fact that 1135 feet 
of conduit were laid the fir at day. In con- 
duits, as in most other things, North 
Adams is ahead of Pittsfield, which would 
not give permissionforthelayingofthcm, 
satisfied to put up with the antiquated 
overhead wire system. 


It may be mentioned that in these con- 


duits one is reserved for the use of the 
city for fire alarm and police alarm pur- 
poses. The police alarm is not yet a fact, 
but we are fast becoming a city. The 
patrol wagon may soon ring and rumble 
as well as the ambulance.

Mrs. Sebaette Stevens Rogers. 


Mrs. 
Sebaelte Stevens Rogers, wife of 


Edwin Rogers of this town, died at Heron 
Island, Me., Thursday evening, July 25. 
On July 11, Mrs. Rogers had the great 
misfortune to fall down a stairway in the 
Madockawando house, the summer home 
and hotel of Mr. and Mrs. Rogers, and 
sustained a severe fracture of the hip. At 
first the accident was not looked upon as 
one endangering the life of the sufferer- 
But she gradually failed, her age preclud- 
ing the possibility of the recuperative 
powers necessary to even recover from 
the shock of the accident, not to speak of 
the vigor necessary to make the injured 
hip sound and strong again. Anxious and 
sorrowing friends at her bedside, all una- 
ble in any way to delay the approaching 
end, watched the patient sufferer gradu- 
ally weaken day by day till the last of life 
came Thursday evening just a fortnight 
after the fatal fall. 


Mrs. Rogers was born August 1, 1820, in 


Swanzey, N. H., and was lacking but a 
few days of seventyty-flve years at the 
time of her death. Her early days were 
spent in Keene, N. H., and Northampton. 
In the latter place she took part in the 
reception given to Lafayette and though 
only a little over three years old at the 
time remembered being one of the child- 
ren who gave him flowers 


Mrs. Rogers first made her home in 


North Adams in 1843. It was the next 
year, November 27,1844, that she married 
Edwin Rogers of this town. The marriage 
ceremony was performed in the old brick 
block adjoining the Congregational church 
by Eev. Dr. Robert Crawford of Clinton, 
Conn., who was for ten years pa&tor of 
the North Adams Congregational church. 
This was the beginning of a remarkably 
long and happy married life, as was shown 
at the golden wedding of Mr. and Mrs. 
Rogers celebrated last November, when 
the couple whose heads were gray but 
whose hearts were still young received in 
the Congregational church such a host of 
friends and their congratulations as is sel- 
dom the good fortune of any. 


It was Mrs. Rogers who had a promi- 


nent part in the formation of the 
Martha 
Washington society shortly 


after her coming to this town. 
In 


this work she was associated with Mrs. J. 
N. Chapin, Mrs. Harvey Arnold and Mrs.

sense of loss to a very large circle of 
friends in this community and many cher- 
ished acquaintances outside of it. It is 
with the common sentiment that a good 
and noble woman has gone that these 
friends take earthly farewell of her. 


Mrs. Rogers leaves besides her husband a 


nephew, George E. Rogers of Greenfield. 
The funeral took place today and the 
burial will be at Northampton.

Sleeps in a Dingy Basement. 


THE 
STATE 
AGENT'S 
DISCOVERY. 


But Old Humphrey Leary Finds No Fault. 


—Agent Purdy Will Report and 


Say the P'ac; is as Bad 


as a Cellar. 


An incident showing the mistake there 


is in towns allowing their paupers to be 
cared for by private individuals was found 
at Cheshire yesterday by Agent H. A. 
Purdy from the office of Charles E. 
Woodbury, inspector for the state board 
of lunacy and charity. It is Mr. Purdy's 
duty to visit all town farms and all places 
where town or state paupers are kept. 


The objects of these visits is principally 


to find if any children or lunatics are 
being cared for at tbese places and to ex- 
amine into and report regarding their 
condition. It may be here said before 
mention of conditions elsewhere is made 
that Mr. Purdy found the North Adams 
town farm in good condition and says it 
is a very good institution. Mr. Purdy 
docs not talk about his duties though he 
receives a questioner very cordially. 


The case in question at Cheshire is that 


of Humphrey Leary, an old man sixty 
years of age. Mr. Leary has seen better 
days, suffered losses through relatives, it 
is said, and now is insane. He is harmless 
and has wandered all over Cheshire at 
times, housing himself wherever he could, 
not objecting to sleep in a comfortable 
barn. 
Perhaps 
it is this diseased 


though contented condition of mind that 
makes him satisfied with the quarters he 
now occupies in James Coughlin's house. 
There are four other paupers at Mr. 
Coughliu's piace, but old Mr. Leary seems 
not to have the choice of apartments. 
The house is by no means a palace. It is 
one of the many common, little, wooden 
cottages that meet the view of the visitor 
who gets off at Cheshire depot. The base- 
ment of this house, if that part of the 
building which the modern structure 
stands upon may be called basement, has 
two rooms. The front one is the bright- 
est and appears as if it is used for sitting 
and dining room. The rear room is dark 
and dingy and receives its only illumina- 
tion from a small window which scarcely 
shows in the darkness. This is poor old 
Leary's sleeeping apartment and he is 
content with it, because perhaps he is not 
sensible of his surroundings. The room is 
not a fit place for a sleeping room for any 
human being, and should not be the apart- 
ment of any town ward. The bed was 
found in poor condition. The mattress is 
old and was not scrupulously clean. 


Mr. Purdy is of the opinion that the 


room is not a proper sleeping room. He 
says it is little belter than a cellar and he 
will so report to his department. His de- 
partment may or may not take any steps 
in the matter. All it will do at first any- 
way will be to call the attention of the 
overseers of the poor of Cheshire to the 
conditions reported by the agent and 
then the overseers will remedy the ir al- 
ter. 
The agent does not think there is 


any desire to illtreat old Mr. Leary. The 
people who are taking care of him are 
perhaps doing the best they can in their 
limited circumstances.

THE A, B, C's OF MONEY. 


No question so pe/pleses and appals the 


average student as does the money ques- 
tion. Many men well informed on mo^ 
topics of current interest and general 
political matters, completely surrender to 
the money question and confess thur in- 
ability to grapple with it. Undoubtedly 
they have tried to master so mar.y tbeoi- 
lesof finance and have run statistic"! t o 
variously juggled that they have given iv> 
the solution of the money problem r.s I v- 
solvable and pabt finding oat. It rcnui"? 
the economic sphinx and the everlasting 
stumbling block. 


Prof. Perry of Williams college in hid 


work on political economy begins his di£- 
cussion of money with the assurance that 
it is comparatively easy of understanding. 
Bat this ease will only come of making 
sure of some few first principles, always 
to be held and by which every money 
theory or argument should be tested. Like 
the science of mathematics, the science of 
money must and does rest on axioms and 
principles that stand to reason at first 
glance. These must be Itarned an<? se- 
curely held if any person means to under- 
stand the money problem in any thing 
like a satisfactory degree. 


To those who have followed the rather 


wearisome Horr-Harvey debate now going 
on in Chicago, it must ha\ e been evident 
that these men were doing little jujr*1 
than trying to settle first principle'.,, or 
speaking more correctly, to determine 
whether or not the first principles of 
money and currency had been violated. 


It may be stated upon the authority of 


all economic writers that money as money 
must perform three functions, and if it 
fails in any of the three particulars, just 
so far it fails of being money. Money 
should be: (1) a medium of exchange; (2) 
a standard of values by wh ich other things 
may be valued; (3) and a standard of de- 
ferred payments, by which is meant a 
stable thing of value that will not change 
before long-time debts may be due or 
when future contracts are to be fulfilled. 
Now, let everyone ask himself concerning 
every money proposition or argument 
questions that determine whether the 
three money conditions and fundamentals 
above mentioned are violated or sustained, 
and the inquirer may tlien be in a fair 
way to determine the question involved. 
About silver and the proposition to coin 
it or demonetize it, let the question be 
asked whether it will result in money that 
people are perfectly willing to accept in 
all exchange; will it be a money so stable 
that everything else can be measured by 
it, will it be money that will not so fluctu- 
ate as to make a debt or obligation less or 
more at a futnre time when the obligation 
must be met. 


These questions with the principles up- 


on which they should be answered may be 
called the A, B, C's of money. 


THE WAR FOR LIBERTY IN CUBA. 


The latest news from the Cuban war is a 


despatch reading thus. "Reports are 
confirmed of Martinez Campos' defeat at 
the battle of Valenzuela. Of the 1800 
Spanish troops that went into battle, only 
300 escaped to Bayamo, whete they are 
surrounded by 6000 Cubans under Maceo, 
Masso, Quintin, Bandera and Gouiet. The 
insurgents' loss in this battle was 280 
killed and wounded." 


It is not difficult to see that matters arc 


growing exceedingly serious for Spain in 
the greatest of her island possessions. The 
insurgent army is muoh larger, better 
equipped and better drilled thaa any 
Cuban patriot army ever was before. 
Moreover, the Cuban patriots have cav- 
alry, something that was lacking to them 
in all previous attempts to tln-ow off the 
Spanish rule. 


The fact that the insurgent forces did 


not hesitate to attack Captain-General 
and Field Marshal Campos, who was lead- 
ing a detachment of the Spanish army, in 
the south-east portion of the island, shows 
how bold and sanguine the leaders have 
become. The Spanish forces have become 
so dismayed by the loss of General Santo- 
cildestliat Marshal Carapos could only 
retrieve the day at Valuoacela and rally 
his forces by leading the column in per- 
son. Reports say that he has been wound- 
ad. He is the great soldier in the Spanish 
army, and his disablement at the present 
time would seriously prejudice the cause 
of the mother country. 


Another great factor in this contest is 


the disease that attacks the foreign army. 
Yellow fever and malarial disorders are 
everywhere helping to demoralize the 
Spanish forces. This fact is known and 
taken advantage of by the Cuban gener- 
als. 


It hardly seems possible for ;the insurg- 


ents to dethrone the Spanish power in the 
island, but it is certain that power is tot- 
tering on its foundation more seriously 
than ever before. Were it not for the 
Spanish navy, the insurgents would have

fie Hazarded Life and Popularity In t!io 


Cause of Abolition. 


Before Whittier was 30 ho had made tip 


his mind that it was his duty to do wh.it 
ho oould for tho relief of tho unfortunate 
negroes who wore held in bondage in the 
Eouth. In 181)3 ho wrote a pamphlet called 
"Justice aud Expediency," in which ho 
considered tho whole question of shivery 
and declared that it should cease forever. 
Three years lalci- he became secretary of 
tho Antislivvery society. In 1SKS ho went 
to Philadelphia to edit tho Pennsylvania 
Freeman, and so boldly did he advocate 
the right of the negro to own himself that 
the printing office was sacked by a mob 
and burned. Thon, as more than once 
afterward for tho same cause, Whittier 
•was in danger for his life. 


"Whitticr showed physical courage In 


facing tho ruffians who wished to prevent 


i free speech, but he had revealed the higher 


moral courago in casting in his lot with 
the little band of abolitionists. Up to tins 
time he had looked forward to holding 
public office, as well he might, when many 
another journalist was stepping from tho 
newspaper desk into public life. ^Vhen ho 
beCamo one of the small band who de- 
nounced slavery, ho gave up all chance of 
office. He also had literary ambition, but 
so strong was the power of tlio slave own- 
Cfs then, and so intolerant were thoy, that 
most editors and publishers were sorely in- 
timidated and declined to print not only 
any attack on slavery, but even tlio oilier 
writings of an author who was known as 
an abolitionist. Thus Whittier, in identi- 
fying himself with tbo antislr.very move- 
ment, thought that he was giving up Ins 
literary future also. Ho made his decision 
promptly, and ho never regretted it.

deed in tater lito ho said to a boy of 16 to 
whom he was giving cor use!, "My lad, if 
thon wouldst win success, join thyself to 
somo unpopular but noblo rauro,''—- Pro- 
fessor Brander Matthews in St. Nicholas.

Editor Transcript:—We are jnst recov- 


ering from the effects of the terrible hail 
storm we had a week' ago Saturday. Did 
yon have such a time there, I wonder? It 
started with a thunder shower, and for 
awhile the lightning was quite vivid. 
Then, as we sat around the table trying to 
read, we heard a sound on the roof that 
gave as the impression that we had made 
some grave mistake in the date and that 
the Fourth had just come. Slowly recov- 
ering our senses, we realized that it was 
not firecrackers, bat hail, that we heard, 
and there was a general rush for the 
stairway. Once upstairs, the noise was 
deafening and it was only by shouting 
that we could make ourselves heard. The 
first hailstones that came were the larg- 
est, many of them being the size ofasmall 
marble. 
This pelting continued with 


scarcely any intermission for about an 
hour. After it stopped the part of the 
piazza roof under the gutter was covered 
two inches deep, and we went out in the 
yard and scooped up the hailstones by 
handfuls. This was just after dinner, but 
the sleet remained in patches all the after- 
noon. 


We are still enjoying ourselves as much 


as ever. A week ago last Thursday we 
were very much pleased by the arrival of 
some of our North Adams friends who 
came to spend a week in the cottage next 
to ours. The party consisted of Mrs. Al- 
bert Bartlett and mother, Mrs. Phillips, 
W. A. Phillips and wife and Mrs. Bart- 
lett'a two children, Dwight and Ruth. 
For a week we were a merry set, and 
many a pleasant evening we spent on the 
water in fishing. This party, however, 
went last Friday, and I need not say that 
we have missed them. 


Scarcely a day passes in which we do 


not have visitors, most of whom are en- 
tire strangers to us. Yet one and all seem 
to be delighted with the place. Two 
weeks ago Sunday Mr. Jones and O. H. 
Stiokuey, who owns one of the cottages 
here, drove over from their homes in 
Bratileboro, accompanied by Mr. Emmer- 
son, also of that town. Among our other 
visitors are David Ballon of Wilmington, 
Mr. Sherman and daughter of WilliamE- 
ville, Mr. Roberts of Brattleboro and G. 
W. McKnight of Shelburne Falls. 


Our own party now numbers six, as Mrs. 


J. E. Morgan of Adams joined us two 
weeks ago. Sunday J. E. Morgan, Clar- 
ence Sheldon 
of 
Zylonite and Fred 


Wheelock of Adams came up on their 
wheels. They left Zylonite at 5 o'clock 
and rode to Hartwellville before break- 
fast. Mr. Sheldon was obliged to go back 
Monday morning, but the others stayed 
until Tuesday afternoon, when they re- 
turned by way of Readsboro City. 


I believe I spoke in my last letter of the 


little cemetery across the lake. Sunday 
we went to see it. It would seem that it 
is quite old, for many of the stones are 
merely flat slabs from the neighboring 
fields. The oldest date is 1802, although 
there is one stone bearing the name of 
David Tottingham, died, 1834, aged 76 
years. The inscription found here it per- 
haps more worthy of ndte than any other 
in the place. It reads :— 


"How 
strange, O God who reigns on high, 


That I should come so far to die, 
And leave the land where I was bred, 
To lay my bones with strangers dead. 
And yet I hope when I shall rise, 
To dwell with thee above the skies." 


Although there are but few he e at 


present, it is not so quiet as you might 
imagine, for all day long may be heard 
the ring of the hammers driving together 
the hoards of the Ashman cottage, as it is 
already called. It is progressing finely 
and will, I think, be ready for occupancy 
by the first of August, when there will 
probably be over thirty campers on the 
grounds. 


Meanwhile, to pass away the hours, I 


am making a collection of the poetry 
which is to be heard at all times of the 
day. It bears a resemblance to both Long- 
fellow and Mother Goose (perhaps the 
letter more than the former,) and the 
album promises to be a very interesting 
one to say the least. Genius seems to 
burn here with a brightness all ita own. 
Probably you are anxious now for some 
specimens, but if I refrain from sending 
any it is solely on your account, as I am 
certain you never would never survive.

5. That as the land is tha rightful heritage 


of the people, v,-;> demand no tenure should 
hold without use and occupancy. 


6. That we demand the prohibition of the li- 


quor traffic for beverage purposes, and govern- 
mental control of tho tale lor medicinal, scien- 
tific and mechanical purposes. 


7. Thut all money—paper, gold and silver— 


should be issued by the national government 
only, and made legal tender tor all payments, 
lAiMio or private, on future contracts and in 
amounts adequate to the demands of business. 


8. That \ve demand tho free and unlimited 


coinage of bilver and gold at the ratio of 10 
tol.
